PARIS, Jan. 5.—The calves of. tu- 
bercular cows can be immunized 
against tuberculosis. So can the chil- 
dren of tubercular women. 

Dr. Albert Calmette, head of Pasteur 
institute, suceessor of the great Louis 
Pasteur himself, so intimated in an 
interview with the correspondent of 
THE TRIBUNE today. 

The celebrated savant was a little 
reserved about ft. He wanted until the 
end of February to be more sure of it. 
Extensive experiments with his CGB 
serum, which is now the property of 
the whole world, have been carried on } 
extensively only for about two years. 
Between July and December of 1924 
423 babies were vaccinated with CGB 
serum. Eighty-six of these had been 
born of tubercular mothers and 137 
were exposed to contamination in 
their families. Not one of these ba- 
bies to this date has contracted tuber- 
culosis, 

Normally 24 Per cent Die. 

Against this is a check of 1,362 un- 
vaccinated babies, born of tubercular 
mothers, for a similar period, showing 
that 327, or 24 per cent, have died of 
tuberculosis. 

Dr. Calmette said extensive experi 

ments were being made with cattle in 
France, the’ United States, and Can] 
ada. The serum had proven its im- 
portance in immunizing calves, with 
almost the same results as in the case 
of children. 

THE TRIBUNE sought his views in 
the light of his discoyeries during_a ca- 
reer devoted to the study of tubercu- 
losis and crowned with the discovery 
of the already internationally re- 
nowned preventive serum. —

4. His serum, called CGB, after the 
three discoverers—Calmette, Guerin 
and Bilie—promises to be of great im- 
portance in communizing calves born 
of infected mothers, as well as babies.

“There is no doubt that strong ef- 
forts should be made to check the 
spread of tubercular infection in cattle, 
but to Kill every animal reacting posi- 
tively to the tuberculin test would be 
madness,”” Dr. Calmette said. “In 
such a case France would have to get 
rid of 2,000,000 of its 12,000,000 head 
of cattle, The infection in some dis- 
tricts runs as high as.60 per cent. 

“Take milk that is really pure, so 
far as bacilli is concerned, and you 
cannot guarantee that it will not re- 
sult.in infection, especially .of chil 
dren. But boll it, and you are safe, 
and naturally are safer still if you use 
only milk from tested cows.” .

Text of Sheriff's Letter. 
In his letter to the special deputies, 


‘I the sheriff said: 


_ ‘The statutes,of the state of Tilinois 
authorize the sheriff to appoint special 
deputies in ‘his ¢Cffice, and after my” 
election I followed the practice of my, 
predecessors and appointed a number 
of special deputies, including employés 
for express companies, railroad special 
agents, bank messengers, pay roll car- 
riers, physielans who are out late at 
night and men who had been robbed, 
having in mind only the protection of 
life and property. 

Before appointing any special depu- 
ties, every precaution possible was 
taken to determine w'‘:ether a legal! 
reason existed for the appcintment, as 
well as whether the applicants were re- 
sponsible persons of gved moral char- 
acter, 

“‘ Notwithstanding the care exercised 
by myself and my office in the ap- 
pointment of these men, it has come to 
my notice that several of them have 
been charged with violating the law 
and the acts of these men have re- 
flected on my Office, as well as upon a 
much larger number of special depu- 
ties who aré and have heen law abid- 
ing and honorable citizens, 

“T have made up my mind that 
there shall not be any further criticism 
of myself or my office in this respect 
and have concluded that I would this 
day revoke all commissions as special 
deputy sheriffs. 

“I know you will understand that 
this is not intended asa any reflection 
upon the honest and honorabie special 
deputies appointed by me.” 


Defends Insurance Connecticn. 

Sheriff Hoffman took occasion to ex- 
plain his connection with the insur- 
ance firm of Carolan, Graham and 
Hoffman, which has been criticized. 

“When John C. Cannon, member 
of the insurance firm, died some years 
ago, I bought his interest of $3,000 
in the company,”’ he said. “ Previously, 
for more than 20 years, all the insur- 
ance business coming from the sher- 
iff’s office had gone to Conkling, Price 
and Webb. When I became sheriff, 
I naturally transferred this business 
to the firm of Carolan, Graham and 
Hoffman. 

“TI have never received a perny 
from this added business and there 
was only one dividend which was icon 
a long time ago.”

Dawes Reveals » Debate 
on Crop Problem.

the subject of the American agricul 

tural export surplus problem. : 


This international debate has ex- 
tended over a year. It is the con- 
tribution of Mr. Dawes, as banker, busi 
ness man, and citizen, to the settle 
ment of the great farm problem which 
faces congress this winter. It is an 
effort” to apply to this prablem the 
same common sense method of proce<- 
ure which led to the settlement of the 
economic difficulties of Europe. 

Sif Josiah Stamp has been called by 
Licoyad George “the world’s greatést 
practical economist.” He was a mem 
ber of the committee of experts of the 
reparations commission. The Ameri- 
can agricultural is presented py 
George N. Peek of Moline, président of 
the American Council of Agriculture 
and Chester C. Davis, grain marketing 
director of the Illinois Agricultural as- 
sociation. 

Debate on Crop Surplus Pian. 


The discussion was focused upon an 
export corporation plan to handle sur- 
plus crops similar in principle to the 
bill introduced on Monday by Repre- 
sentative Dickinson [Rep ) Ia.], leader 
of the farm bloc in the house. 

The debaters, hwwever, had no 

_ knowledge of, the Dickinson’ measure 

and the discussion, which has been 
carried on by mail, has steered clear 
of all partisan politics and has been 
concerned ,with economic principles, 
the effects of Pers: proposed ac 
tions, tather than with any ag 
bill. 

Some political west is hecogharily in- 
jected into the situation, however, by 
the fact that the President; in his Chi- 
‘Cago speech, offered no plan for the 
solution of the surplus problem, and 
that since then, in the face of the ex- 
pressed lisappointment of the farmers 
of the middle west, the secretary of 
agriculture has called a conference to 
discuss this very problem.

Along came the surgeon general of the 
army with some more statistics on the 
question. He is accused of falling into 
the same error.

The most recent contribution on the 
subject is one by Shepherd and Diehl, 
who investigated the past health history 
of the University of Minnesota students, 
especially as to contagious diseases. 
They tried to improve on the method of 
their predecessors by dividing communi- 
ties into five groups: 

Truly rural, including villages with less 
than 50 Inhabitants; villages—with 50 to 
1,000 inhabitants; towns—with 1,000 to 
5,000; small cities—with 5,000 to 50,000, 
and large cities—50,000 or over. The 
method was to have each student write 
down a list of the communicable diseases 
he or she had had and where he had 
lived with reference to the adopted classi- 
fication of communities. 

The students from the truly rural com- 
munities lead in pleurisy, pneumonia, 
smallpox, and tuberculosis. They had the 
low record—that is, the best record—for 
chicken pox, diphtheria, typhoid fever, 
and whooping cough.

The people from the villages — 50 to 
1,000 inhabitanis—had the high (or worst) 
record for chicken pox, measles, mumps,

chorea. They were lowest in measles, 
mumps, and smallpox. 

Summing up the record for sil ines 
diseasos—nearly 20 in number—and classi 
fying the communities on that basis, 
they ranked as follows: First, or worst 
—villages; second, small cities; third, 
towns; fourth, country or tru’y rural, 
and fifth, or best, large cittes. 


The teaching of the study is if you. 


want the best chance to avoid contagion, 
live in a large city @nder a good health 
department; if that is impossible, go to 
the farm. If you are willing to take 
chances with your children, try living in 
a village or small city, or a town where 
there is neither protection by nature nor 
by a health department.

State’s Attorney Crowe has assembled a’ special 
staff of his assistants to prosecute the bombing 
cases. He hopes to start the first of the trials by 
Feb. 1 and he expresses confidence in the ability 
of his men to obtain convictions. 

Mr. Crowe’s efforts will have the support of a! 
those who rely upon the law to protect the weax 
in their rights, for the victims of Chicago’s bomb- 
ers are the poor. The bomb is the weapon most 
rerfectly adapted to coercing the man of smal: 
n-eans into doing something he doesn’t want to do 
Contrary to popular notions, it is only the excep- 
tional bomb which does extensive damage. Gen. 
erally the loss amounts to only a few hundred 
dollars, most of it represented by broken glass 
and a smashed porch. The numbcr of persons in- 
jured and killed by the bombers in recent years is 
almost negligible. The whole idea is to convince 
the neighborhood grocer or bootblack or hardware 
dealer that he will lose less by kicking in to an 
arsociation than he will by holding out; or to con- 
vince a Negro home owner to sell out and move 
away before all his savings have been spent on 
repairs. 

Mr. Crowe will make few friends politically and 
many enemies by these prosecutions. The men 
who do the bombing and the men who hire them 
have powerful political alliances. The men who 
have been bombed are unorganized and without 
influence. It is to Mr. Crowe's credit that he is 
going ahead with the cases now. If he conducte4 
his office in keeping with the political standards of 
the state, he would not have tried them before the 


primaries, if ever.

IMPORTANCE OF TEE WATER PROBLEM. 
{Columbus, O., Dispatch.] 

At a recent meeting of the Minnesota section of the 
Society of American Foresters, the preservation of 
lake levels seems to have been the most promincnt 
topic of discussion. To toss aside the fact of lake 
decline with the mere statement that it fs only the 
effect of some years of deficient rainfall is folly. The 
proof that we are liable to long periods of deficient 
rainfall is evidence that water conservation, in the 
nation’s lakes and streams, calls imperatiyely for 
profound consideration and action. There is doubt- 
less an abundance of water in existence, but man’s 
unwisdom has apparently had the effect of altering 
its distribution, and in ways that are already doing 
serious harm to agriculture, transportation, and va- 
rious other important interests. Perhaps congress 
should make provision for a fundamental study of 
our water resources, by a commission of able and 
broad minded engineers, meteorologists, and business 
men, who could and would go to the very bottom of 
all the problems involved and give the nation a re- 
port not dominated by the question of water power,

Petroleum Output Drops.

The daily output 
dropped below 2,000,000 barrels for the 
first time since last April and now is 
350,000 barrels below the peak produc- 
tion for all time, reached last May, when 
the Smackover field was flush. The re- 
cent steady decline in production is caus- 
ing a reduction of stocks. 

Daily average gross crude oil produc- 
tion last week was 1,972,550 barrels, a 
decline of 29.600 from the preceding week. 
This decrease was confined entirely to 
the fields east of California, where out- 
put remained unchanged. Furthermore, 
most of the decline was in light oil of 
igh gasoline content, as Smackover 
heavy oll fell off only 5,000 barrels a day.
